in  this  library,  nor  are  there  any  of  the  model  Sunday  School 
stories  of  lame  Willies  or  blind  Ellens  that  were  so  popular 
in  the  days  of  my  childhood. I  have  great  faith  in  the  library 
as  a  means  of  unlimited  good  if  the  books  are  of  the  right 
kind  and  are  put  in  the  hands  of  the  right  readers. 


I  have  little  to  tell  of  the  past  years,  my  life 
has  been  a  very  quiet  one,  and  of  no  importance  outside  of  the 
limits  of  our  family. I  have  had  many  pleasures,  and  a  few 
sorrows,  the  greatest  sorrow  being  the  death  of  my  father. 

But  even  that  sorrow  was  made  less  by  the  memories  of  his 
beautiful  life  and  the  knowing  that  all  his  sufferings  are  over 
He  was  sick  many  montns,  and  for  a  year  it  was  ray  blessed 
privilege  to  be  his  constant  companion  and  nurse.

During  this  time  we  left  the 
farm  and  made  a  home  in  Pittsburg,  Here  I  had  the  cars  of  the 
best  physicians  and  became  stronger  than  ever  before,  so  that 
I  have  been  able  to  in  part  repay  the  losing  care  the  family 
gave  me  when  I  was  sick, 

After  father* s  death  more  than  a  year  ago,  we 
came  South,  hoping  the  climate  here  wouldbenefit  my  oldest 
brother,  whose  health  has  given  us  some  worry  and  concern. 
Barly  this  winter  he  was  ill  for  several  months  with  fever, 
and  since  then  he  has  been  growing  stronger  daily  and  is  so 
vflKbl  and  strong  that  we  feel  repaid  for  making  the  change. 


We  have  a  very  pleasant  home  on  one  of  Atlanta!a  few  pretty 
streets,  which  we  share  with  one  sister,  really  a  sister-in- 
law,  but  we  do  not  call  her  that,  and  an  adopted  brother,  who 
came  from  Pittsburg  with  us. 

We  found  that  Atlanta  meant  Opportunity  as 
far  as  church  wokk  goes,  and  both  sister  and  I  have  all  wo 
can  do.  We  find  that  being  busy  is  the  sole  preventative  for 
the  disease  "Homesickness”,  and  so  we  are  busy,  and  therefor 
happy, in  our  home  in  Dixie.

Oh, 
Doctor  Speer,  everything  has  been  slipping  away  from  me  so  and  I  can’t  seem 
to  hold  on  to  Christ  as  I  ought  to. 

When  I  heard  that  you  were  coming  to  Montreal,  I  thought 
that  if  I  could  only  hear  another  of  your  addresses  the  help  and  inspira¬ 
tion  needed  would  follow.

My  dear  Mr  Speer , 


I  received  your  very  kind  letter  from  Brazil  sometime 


ago. 


I  liave  refrained  from  troubling  you  with  any  letters 


about  the.  arrangements  we  are  making  for  Public  Meetings  in  con¬ 
nection  with  your  visit  to  Scotland.  Probably  Dr  Robson  has 
kept  you  informed  of  what  I  have  arranged  with  him.  Our  plans 
are  now  fairly  complete  and  it  may  be  well  to  let  you  have  some  de¬ 
tails  . 


You  may  remember  that  we  had  in  view,  originally , that 


you  might  give  us  some  help  in  connection  witn  the  work  of  the 
Laymen's  Movement.  But  the  various  Committees  of  that  Movement 
are  this  winter  putting  all  their  energy  into  the  plans  for  pro¬ 
moting  interest  in  the  forthcoming  Conference,  with  a  view  to 
transmitting  its  impulse  to  all  the  Churches  here,  and  a  decision 
has  been  come  to,  which  will  doubtless  have  your  approval,  that 
we  should  not  ask  you  to  address  any  meetings  specifically  on 
behalf  of  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement,  but  rather  that  all  the 
help  you  are  able  to  give  should  be  utilised  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  preparation  for  the  World  Conf  'rr^nce . 


A  Public  Meetings  (  Scotland  ), Committee  was  anointed 


sometime  ago  to  take  charge  oC  the  matter.  This  committee  and 
the  various  Local  Committees  connected  with  it,  consist  largely 
of  the  men  int^r^sted.  in  the  Laymen's  Movement,  so  that  one 
advantage  of  the  work  of  that  Movement  is,  t  at  we  have  at  hand 
groups  of  men  up  and  down  the  country  willing  to  do  what  th<=v 
car  to  extend  the  influence  of  the  Conference.  The  Public 
Meetings  Committee  have  divided  the  country  into  ten  districts, 


each/ 
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eac'n  district  being  grouped  around  some  large  centre  in  which 
a  Committee  has  been  formed  to  take  responsibility  for  organisinr 
the  wort  within  the  district.  We  are  making  arrangements  for 
holding  about  50  Meetings  early  n^xt  year,  in  the  mor^  important 
towns  throuf-hout  Scotland.  A  special  effort  will  be  made  to 
gather  into  these  meetings  the  ministers  and  officebearers,  and 
missionary  workers,  in  each  district,  the  object  being  to  interest 
more  particularly  those  who  are  the  real  leaders  in  the  life  of" 
the  Church.  At  the  same  time  the  general  public  will  be  invited 
to  all  the  Meetings,  and.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  already  there  is 
considerable  expectation  with  regard  to  these  gatherings.  it 
has  in  itself  been  a  great  thing  to  get  groups 'of  men  all  over  the 
country  to  interest  themselves  thoroughly  in  the  work  of  the 
Conference;  it  has  led  to  the  formation  of  many  prayer  groups, 
and  has  been  of  much  service  in  increasing  the  circulation  of  * 
the  News  sheet .

I  enclose  the  honorarium  for  your  good  work  last  Sunday.  I  enjoyed 


peculiarly  the  sermon  of  the  morning. 

I  feel  almost  virtuous  when  I  think  of  what  your  visit  to  Mr.  George 
made  him  feel,  because  we  missed  you  here. 

Your  passing  remark  about  the  letter  of  Walker,  late  of  tne  Boston 
Tech,  made  a  very  deep  impression  upon  me,  but  hardly  the  impression,  I 
think,  that  you  would  have  expected,  because  as  I  was  listening  I  was  looking 
at  your  tired  eyes.  I  cannot  quite  agree  with  you  that  the  man  himself 
is  solely  responsible  when  the  public  makes  heavy  demands  upon  his  time 
and  strength.  I  think  that  at  least  his  friends  ought  to  co-operate  with 
him  in  conserving  his  energies  instead  of  wasting  them.  With  that  conviction, 
therefore,  I  want  to  say  to  you  that  I  shall  leave  your  coming  to  us  next 
year  to  your  own  judgment  of  whether  or  not  it  will  be  a  tax.

Shaw,  our 
beloved  secretary,  declared  to  be  : ,f  While  not  the  largest  convention  we  have 
had,  it  has  been  the  most  successful.  The  addresses  surpassed  those  of  any 
international  Endeavor  gathering."  I  wish  that  I  might  tell  you  even  one 
hundredth  part  of  the  wonderful  privileges  which  have  been  ours  these  pas-t 
days.  If  I  can  secure  a  program  for  you  I  shall  certainly  send  you  one  and 
also  a  complete  report  of  the  convention,  which  I  am  sure  you  and  Mrs.  Speer 
will  enjoy  reading,. 


The  one  thing  which  has  delighted  me  most  of  all  ha3  been 
the  strong,  intense  and  enthusiastic  interest  for  missions  and  last  night  in 
the  huge  tent  when  we  had  the  roll  call  of  the  states  and  the  expression  of 
the  purposes  of  those  states  for  the  next  two  years',  the  keynote  of  each  and 

every  purpose  was-  "The  speedy  evangelization  of  the  whole  world-  the  World 
For  CHRIST. 


I  want  you  to  know  how  delighted  we  have  been  to  have  with 
us  at  this  time  Mr.  Stelzle  and  Mr.  Vogt-  we  Presbyterians  have  been  justly 
proud  of  them  and  they  have  been  a  wonderful  inspiration  to  us.  I  heard 
Mr.  Stelzle  but  once  and  regret  exceedingly  that  I  could  not  hear  him  again. 

He  is  a  powerful  man,  splendidly  equipped  for  his  chosen  work  and  I  am  glad 
that  he  is  one  of  the  number  at  dear  old  156. 

Mr.  Vogt  tells  me  that  he  is  but  a  "Baby  secretary"  of  our 
Board,  but  I  tell  you,  Mr.  Speer,  he  is  going  to  be  a  powerful  worker.  His 
favorite  expression  seems  to  be  the  word^,-  "Rattling  good"  and  I  think  that 
can  be  fitly  applied  to  him,  for  he  certainly  is  going  to  be  a  "rattling  good"

man  for  our  Home  Mission  Board.  I  want  to  tell  you  of  a  few  of4 meetings  at 
which  he  was  the  leading  spirit.  One-  morning  we  met  at  Hr.  Wilson1  s  churoh 
to  discuss  "Missionary  Methods"  and  as  Mr.  Vogt  stood  up  there  he  had  fired 
at  him  by  old  and  young  some  very  difficult  questions^-  questions  which  might 
have  puzzled  a  much  older  man,  but  he  was  equal  to  the  occasion  and  it  was 
simply  splendid  the  skill  he  displayed  at  that  time.  I  was  very  proud  of  him. 

Friday  afternoon  in  the  First  Presb3rterian'  we  had  a  glorious 
Presbyterian  rally,  which  none  who  were  there  will  ever  forget.  Mr.  Vogt 
presided  on  that  memorable  occasion  and  I  couldn’t  help  thinking  what  an  honor 
was  his  that  day.  As  he  stood  up  to  open  the  meeting,  be  fore  him  sat  a  vast 
audience  of  loyal,  earnest,  consecrated  Presbyterians'  and  on  the  platform 
around  him  there  were  seated  a  group  of  the  finest  leaders'  in  our  churoh  today, 
men  from  almost  every  nation-  men, all  of  them,  much  older  in  years  and  in 
experience  than  he,  and  yet  out  of  that  great  host  it  xvas  he_  who  had  been 
chosen  to  lead  that  meeting.  It  was  a  glorious  time-  we  bowed  our  heads  and 
thanked  God  that  we  had  the  honor  to  belong  to  the  Presbyterian  church.  I  do 
wish  you  could  have  heard  the  addresses  that  day-  they  were  all  inspiring,  but 
Dr.  Ira  Landrith  of  Nashville  excelled  them  all  in  his  eloquence  and  above  all 
in  his  broadmindedness;  he  has  been  one  of  our  greatest  speakers  these  days. 

I  want  to  tell  you  of  one  more  meeting  at  which  MSS.  Vbgt 
presided.  It  was  the  Endeavor  meeting  at  the  First  Church  on  Sunday  evening. 
Long  before  the  time  for  the  meeting  to  begin  the  basement  was  orowded  to  the 
doors  and  we  had  to  go  up  into  the  auditorium,  which  was  packed  upstairs  and 
down  when  Mr.  Vogt  arose  to  announce  the  opening  hymn,  I  cannot  tell  you  all 
the  blessings  which  we  received  during  that  hour,  but  I  can  truthfully  say 
that  it  was  the  most  wonderful,  the  most  deeply  spiritual  C.  E.  meeting  I  ever 
attended-  Mr.  Vogt  made  us  see  God  and  in  his  closing  prayer,  he  took  us  with 
him  to  the  very  foot  of  God’s  throne l 
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You  may  think  it  strange  that  I  have  told  you  so  much  of 
Mr.  Vogt,  but  I  want  you  and  the  other  secretaries  at  156  to  know  of  the 
great  inspiration  which  Mr.  Vogt  has  been  to  us  at  this  time.  I  had  the 
privilege  of  two  most  delightful  little  visits  with  him  at  the  Lincoln; 
yesterday  afternoon  I  met  him  there  by  appointment  and  talked  over  with 
him  a  matter  which  has  been  very  much  on  my  heart  of  late  and  he  did  me  a 
whole  world  of  good  by  his  frankness,  his  optimism  and  his  deep  consecration, 
oomehow,  it  has  been  he  of  all  the  speakers  who  has  brought  to  me  just  the 
message  that  I  was  needing  most,  and  T  feel  that  in  him  I  have  a  friend 
well  worth  the  having,  one  for  whom  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  God. 

Dr.  Beattie  from  Canton  has  been  one  of  the  leading  spirits 
of  this  convention  and  'we  have  boen  so  glad  to  have  him  with  us.  His  words 
in  behalf  of  dear  old  China  were  always  intensely  earnest  and  delightfully 
optimistic-  he  has  done  an  immense  amount  of  good  and  aroused  a  very  real 
interest  in  the  noble  work  which  is  being  dons  in  the  "Celestial  Kingdom". 

I  had  the  pleasure  last  night  of  meeting  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Irwin  of  Laos,  Siam. 

My  only  regret  has  been  that  more  of  our  missionaries  could  not  have  boen 
with  us.  How  Father  would  have  enjoyed  it!1  He  chaperoned  a  number  of 
college  boys  from  the  Shantung  College  to  that  wonderful  convention  in 
Tokio  and  in  his  last  letter  he  declared  that  he  was  twentjr  years  younger 
dnd  my  Father  will  be  young  when  he  is  a  hundred  years  old.  He  is  making 
things  hum  at  Wei  Hien  these  days*  and  the  news  of  the  work  in  all  branches 
is  glorious.  My,  don't  I  wish  I  ware  there!1  Sometimes  I  think  if  I  had  an 
airship,  I  would  literally  fly  to  China!1  Ne-ver  mind,  I  can't  understand 
God's  ways,  but  I  know  His  way  is  best  and  that  someday,  sometime,  I  shall 
certainly  get  back  to  China  and  I  don't  think  I'll  ever  leave  it  again!' 

Now  I  am  going  to  ask  a  favor  of  you,  Mr.  Speer.  In  a  late 
letter  from  Mr.  David  MoConoughy,  he  told  me  that  he  and  his  family  would 
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spend  theilT  summer  vacation  this  year  at  Diamond  Pond,  where  you  go  each 
year.  After  you  and  Mrs:.  Speer  have  read  this  letter  will  you  please  see 
that  Mr.  McConaughy  reads  it  too,  it  will  save  me  writing  a  separate  letter 
to  him  when  I  have  so  many  to  write  just  now  and  he  won't  mind  a  bit. 

I  want  to  thank  you  very  much  for  y0ur  last  letter  to  me, 
so  full  of  news  of  dear  friends^  and  with  such  kindly  expressions  of  your 
interest  in  my  welfare.  Never  a  day  passes  that  I  do  not  thank  God  for  the 
warm,  inspiring,  helpful  friendship  of  yourself  and  Mrs.  Speer.  May  God 
bless  you  both  a  hundredfold!

The  Chapel  services  were  filled  last  summer  before  we  had  matured 
our  plans  for  the  meetings, but  the  preachers  are  fairly  good, and  wi 
will  be  instructed  to  fit  in  to  the  situation. 

As  you  see  we  want  you  for  Mar. 6  and  7, and  we  wish  very  much  to 
have  you  and  all  the  speakers  stay  right  through  the  period  of 
their  addresses  to  talk  personally  with  men.  We  want  you  to  be  with 
us  on  Friday  and  Saturday. 

I  am  writing  you  to  urge  upon  you  the  great  need  of  this  thing, and 
the  peculiar  opportunity  Just  now  here  at  Princeton. 

I  believe  that  we  are  on  the  verge  of  a  great  expansion  in  the  work 
here  and  the  spirit  and  accomplishment  here  this  year  have  been  so 
good  that  all  that  we  need  is  a  little  extra  effort  to  send  a  lot 
of  men  over  the  line  into  an  active  Christian  life.  We  have  not 
called  on  you  this  year  before  purposely  so  that  we  might  be  assured 
of  you  at  this  very  important  tine, and  I  can  not  tell  you  how 
strongly  I  feel  the  necessitynef  your  coming. 

It  is  one  of  my  pet  aims  for  Princeton  that  she  should  take  the 
leadership  of  the  colleges, not  for  our  self-glorification, but  for 
the  good  of  all, and  also  that  she  should  take  her  old  place  of 
leadership  in  the  ministry  of  the  country.  There  are  signs  already 
that  she  is  going  to  do  this, but  we  need  a  great  rousing  from  the 
indifference  which  is  the  bane  of  most  of  our  colleges, and  which 
is  also  toMf  chief  trouble  here.

The  real  facts  are  as  f o 1 lows , -Mr . Pitkin  was  by  nature  often  very 


careless.  He  did  not  seem  to  p;rasp  sometimes  the  need  of  exact  and 
careful  preoaration.  He  made  some  serious  mistake  in  regard  to  the  date 
of  the  meeting  of  the  American  Board, I  have  forgotten  .just  now  what  it 
was, but  it  confused  the  plans  for  his  marriage, the  Board  Meeting  and 
the  ordination,all  of  which  came  at  nearly  the  same  time, the  ordination 
fol  Lowing  directly  the  meeting  of  the  Board  and  the  marriage  immediate¬ 
ly  preceding  it. 

He  made  no  preparation  for  the  Council  until  .lust  beforehand.  He 
assumed  that  the  fact  that  he  had  been  accepted  as  a  missionary  of  the 
American  Board  would  preclude  any  examination  of  his  qualifications. The 
examination  by  the  Board ,  on  the  other  hand.,  is  not  intended  to  take  the 
place  of  the  usual  process  of  ordination  and  it  is  the  Ordaining  Council 
which  has  the  primary  responsibility  for  sealing  a  man  for  the  minis¬ 
terial  office  in  foreign  lands. 

I  found  that  he  had  no  written  statement  of  his  beliefs (I  think  it 
was  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board}  and  strongly  advised  him  to  prepare 
such  a  statement  if  possible , knowing  that  this  would  probably  be  the 
easiest  way, as  it  was  the  customary  way, for  a  younq  man  on  coming  before 
such  a  Council. I  have  understood  since, I  think  through  Mr. Beach, that  in 
order  to  do  this  Mr. Pitkin  sat  up  late  for  one  or  two  nights  and  that 
consequently  he  came  to  the  Council  fao^ed.  But, however  that  may  be,  the 
real  fact  is  that  he  made  quite  an  unfavorable  impression  uoon  the 
Council  and  that  the  whole  afternoon  session  with  its  examination  was  a 
e;reat  disappointment  to  those  who  most  loved  and  honored  him.

Mr.  Beach  felt  at  the  time  more  keenly  than  he  could  express  the 
situation  in  which  he  found  himself,  for  it  is  doubtful  whether  the 
Council  would  have  yiven  sanction  to  Mr. Pitkin’s  ordination  if  it  had 
not  been  (1)  that  Mr. Beach  could  testify  with  the  utmost  confidence  to 
Mr. Pitkin’s  religions  exoerience  and  intense  earnestness,  (2)  that 
he  had  already  been  accented  as  a  missionary  of  the  Board, (3)  that  he 
was  ordained  in  Pilgrim  Church  whose  devotion  to  the  cause  of  missions 
and  exaltation  of  evangelical  faith  was  well  known  to  every  member  of 
the  Council. 

It  is  true  that  the  Moderator- who  is  one  of  the  finest  men  in  this 
section, a  man  of  very  broad  sympathies  hut  also  of  a  keen  analytical 
mind,  questioned  Mr .  Pit  but  the  real  difficulty  lay  in 

the  fact  that  Mr . Pitkin , either  because  of  some  unfortunate  difficulty 
with  himself  or  because  he  had  never  put  into  definite  expression  his 
own  faith, was,  unable  to  yive  satisfactory  answers  to  the  very  simplest 
and  broadest  questions.  For  instance, if  the  Council  asked  hi-m-What  is 
your  motive  in  s;oinR;  to  China  9-h,e  could  not  ^ive  any  answer  that 
revealed  any  deep  conviction  of  his  own.  The  very  heart  of  the  evange¬ 
lical  'faith  seemed  to  be  lacking.,  Hhe  paper  which  he  read  was  va^ue 
and  e;ave  little  hint  of  what  some  of  us  felt  was  surely  the  spirit  of 
i  the  man.

@03091, and  any  one  who  was  privileged  for  years  to  receive, as  I  did, 
letters  from  him  on  the  mission  field  would  have  counted  them  a  great 
soui ce  oi  personal  spiritual  uplift  and  growth.  As  you  come  to  read 

them  you  will  see  the  ability, the  force  and  the  whole-hearted 
absorption  of  tbs  man  in  bis  cal  lxricr, 

the  exercises  of  the  evening  as  noted  upon  the  program, were  beauti¬ 
ful  ana  impressive .  Dr.. Brand , whom  you  may  have  known, we  esteemed  one 
of  our  great  preachers, a  man  of  noble  personality  and  of  great  insight.

1  appreciate  your  kind  letter  of  the  17th.  I  have 
been  away  from  home  for  several  days  and  have  just  returned 
to  find  it  awaiting  me. 

It  is  perhaps  a  little  mean  for  me  to  take  up  the 
question  of  my  problems  with  you,  when  you  have  enough  of 
your  own,  but  I  have  really  felt  very  keenly  the  situation 
at  Northfield  the  last  few  years,  and  increasingly  so  as  Mott 
himself  is  delegating  the  work  to  individuals  in  whose  judg¬ 
ment  and  leadership  I  do  not  have  confidence.  This,  of 
course,  is  between  ourselves.  I  fully  note  and  concur  with 
you  in  taking  every  precaution  to  see  that  the  letter  falls 
into  Mott’s  own  hands.  Of  course  I  had  intended  marking  the 
letter  "c onf ident ial” ,  and  I  think  the  suggestion  that  I  send 
it  to  Montclair  is  a  good  one. 

On  one  point  perhaps  I  have  not  made  myself  clear, 
and  may  be  open  to  criticism  when  I  speak,  for  instance,  of 
the  platform  being  dominated  by  men  of  liberal  views.  I 
should  have  said  that  there  was  an  increasingly  large  propor¬

to  bear  each  year  to  increase  the  number.  It  has  seemed  to 
me  that  the  proportion  of  broad  men  was  increasing  steadily, 
and  that  men  of  conservative  and  very  definite  views  were 
not  so  acceptable. 

I  think  I  know  your  position  regarding  the  "family 
principle  of  comprehension" •  That  is  true  to  a  certain  point, 
but  where  I  am  perplexed  is  with  men  who  are  intellectually 
dishonest.  Who,  for  instance,  say  they  believe  that  Christ 
was  divine,  but  when  approached  by  more  liberal  men,  qualify 
the  word  "divine",  stating  that  all  men  are  divine;  when  asked 
if  they  accept  the  Deity  of  Christ,  have  recourse  to  subter¬ 
fuge,  saying  that  that  is  simply  a  metaphysical  question  and 
they  refuse  to  be  drav/n  into  that.  What  I  feel  is  that  these 
men  can  have  their  say  and  do  all  they  like  on  these  lines 
where  their  message  is  appreciated.  Let  them  go  to  Harvard 
Summer  School  or  elsewhere,  but  why  should  they  be  asked  to 
Northfield,  where  all  the  traditions  have  been  for  simple 
evangelical  faith,  and  where  men  have  given  their  time,  their 
money,  and  their  all,  to  build  up  a  place  that  shall  stand 
for  these  doctrines? 

Thank  you  for  what  you  say  regarding  the  RECORD. 
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Xt  is  an  enc ouragement  to  have  your  endorsement  of  Ernest 
Gordon.  I  am  hoping  to  see  him  in  the  near  future,  and  1 
am  making  a  memorandum  of  the  papers  you  refer  to. 

I  am  delighted  to  know  that  we  may  hope  to  have 
you  with  us  on  July  8th  and  9th,  and  by  the  time  August 
comes  I  am  hoping  that  you  will  be  old  enough  to  speak  for 
us  on  the  14th.
